Historie coastal protection measure ok'd 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature and Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. have forged historic legislation to 
protect California’s 1,072-mile coast, 
culminating a decade of struggle by en­ 
vironmentalists to bridle shoreline 
development. 
Shortly after Brown struck a last- 
minute compromise with organized 
labor, the Senate voted 25-14 Monday to 
pass the bill and send it to Brown. Only 
21 votes were needed. 
The elated governor said he would sign 
the measure as soon as it readies his 
desk and hailed it as “a major step 
forward” and "a victory for the people 


who want to protect the coast.” c 
The bill (AB1277), the product of a 1972 
voter-approved initiative, is designed to 
permanently control development of the 
scenic shoreline, protect environmental­ 
ly “sensitive” coastal areas and expand 
public access to beaches. 
New construction would be clustered 
in areas which already are developed. 
The bill would affect a coastal zone 
generally 1,009 yards in width. 
Brown and his top aides vigorously lob­ 
bied senators outside the chambers to 
win final approval. Environmentalists, 
who have tried since the 1960s to per­ 
suade lawmakers to establish permanent 


coastline controls, whooped in the galler­ 
ies when the vote was announced. 
Opponents had tried to send the bill, 
authored by Sen. Jerome Smith, D- 
Saratoga, to an Assembly-Senate con­ 
ference committee for consideration of 
major amendments. And it appeared 
they might win until the compromise 
was announced. 
Senate Democratic floor leader David 
Roberti, D-Los Angeles, complained the 
bill was designed to protect the coast for 
“elitists” but result in increased un­ 
employment and less construction of 
new tomes for low and middle income 


Californians. 
His Republican counterpart, Sen. 
George Deukmejian of Long Beach, also 
opposed the bill, arguing it should 
compensate coastal property owners for 
any loss of value resulting from the new 
development restrictions. 
To negotiate the compromise changes, 
Brown and key legislative leaders met 
throughout the day with representatives 
of organized labor, including California 
labor chief John Homing and Richard 
Mansfield, lobbyist for the Building and 
Construction Trades Council. 
The revisions will be included in a 
“follow-up bill” which will be acted upon 


before adjournment, which will be no 
later than a week from today. 
One key feature sought by labor would 
provide that regional coastal commis­ 
sions not be activated unless and until 
their parent state coastal commission 
decided their workload required it. 
Brown said he will appoint members to 
the regional commissions Jan. 1, but the 
members will have nothing to db unless 
the state commission puts them into 
business. 


Labor had opposed continuation of 
regional commissions, contending their 
performance in the past often had been 


unreasonable and arbitrary in deciding 
which projects would be built and which 
would not. 
Another feature in the compromise 
was a provision declaring that areas 
designated as “ sensitive” by the 
commissions would be subject to 
legislative ratification. If the legislature 
refused to make such an endorsement in 
two years, the area would be dropped 
from the “sensitive” list. 


A sensitive area would include special 
wetlands, lagoons, estuaries, highly 
scenic and archaeological sites, and 
those of significant recreational value.

Lilley primary election expense 
doubles amount spent by Hedlund

Fourth Supervisorial District can­ 
didate Robert C. Lilley spent $21,648 to 
win a playoff spot in the November 
general election, more than double the 
sum spent by his adversary, »Robert 
Hedlund. 
Lilley’s total expenditures included 
$10,711 spent during the period from May 
25 to Aug. 5. 
Hedlund spent a total of $10,452 during 
the primary campaign, $3,014 of it during 
the period from May 25 to Aug. 5. 
Lilley’s total contributions during the 
campaign came to nearly $24,000 in* 
eluding nonmonetary contributions of 
$623 Hedlund raised a total of $14,182 in­ 
cluding $3,547 in nonmonetary contribu­ 
tions. 
In comparison to these figures, Art 
Scott, one of the three unsuccessful can­ 
didates in the five-candidate field, spent 
$16,720, during the entire campaign, 
$6,349 during the final reporting period 
from May 25 to Aug. 5. Scott raised a 
total of $15,400 during the campaign; 
$5,946 in monetary contributions and the 
balance, $9,461 in nonmonetary. 
Phyllis White spent a total of $1,776 on 
her unsuccessful campaign, and at­ 
tracted that much in contributions, all of 
it monetary 
Alberta Morgan filed papers stowing 
she spent less than $200 on her unsucces­ 
sful bid to be the one to replace retiring 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie.

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - Presklent Ford 
today offered to debate Jimmy Carter on 
defense, domestic, foreign and economic 
issues in four face-to-face confrontations 
beginning right after Labor Day. 
“I think we’ll get the campaign off on 
the right track —the sooner the better,” 
Ford told reporters outside his mountain 
home. 
Ford said the “American people have 
the right to know” where he and Carter 
stand on the issues. 
Ford proposed that the four debates 
should last no longer than 90 minutes 
each. He said the four debates should 
cover defense, domestic policy, foreign 
policy and economic policy in that order. 
“I’m looking forward to it,” Ford said. 
“It’s my conviction that the American 
people have the right to know where I 
stand. 
“I challenge my opponent to a series of 
debates starting right after Labor day.” 
He specifically proposed that the first 
debate be held Sept 8, 9 or 10. 
The League of Women Voters, which 
has been urging the nationally televised 
debates, had called for the first debate to 
be held on Sept. 28 in St. Louis. 
Ford aides said the first contact with 
Carter s staff to arrange the format for 
the debates probably would take place in 
Washington Thursday. They said the 
President will select one or two 
representatives to negotiate with 
Carter's aides. 
Senate rejects 
return to old 
postal system 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Semite 
today rejected a proposal to end the U.S. 
Postal Service’s life as s sem i­ 
independent business sod return it to 
close control of Congress. 
It voted down s substitute proposed by 
Sen. Ernest F. Hollings, D-S.C., which 
would have subjected the service to an­ 
nual congressional appropriations, 
abolished its board of governors and 
required the postmaster general to be 
appointed by the President instead of by 
the board of governors. 
The Postal Service has operated since 
1971 as a subsidized business with its own 
budget and authority to borrow from the 
Treasury. 
Under Hollings’ proposal, it would 
have reverted to congressional budget 
control in 1978 and meanwhile would get 
a $1 billion subsidy to keep it going 
through 1977.

UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
was to make the official announcement 
later in the day.

Executive Board was meeting on the

The choice will touch off three weeks 
of intensive bargaining to establish a pat­ 
tern contract for the nation’s 680 000 auto 
workers. 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Democratic presidential nominee Jimmy Carter said today he 
would pardon Vietnam draft resisters during his first week as president, but he 
refused to compare such an action with the pardon of former Richard M. Nixon. 
“I don’t think that the person who pardoned Mr. Nixon — I think it was President 
Ford — specified that Nixon was guilty or not guilty,” Carter told a news conference. 
He said he would issue a pardon for all those who violated the draft laws during the 
Vietnam war in his first week in office. 
“I’m not going to say whether those young people were guilty or not guilty,” Carter 
said. “I’m just going to say ‘what you did, whether right or wrong, you ere forgiven 
for.”’ 
Carter has said he opposes amnesty because that implies the action by the offender 
was not wrong. He has said a pardon offers forgiveness no matter whether the 
alleged offenae was right or wrong. A reporter a*ed him to compare his offer of a 
pardon for the Vietnam resisters and Ford’s pardon of Nixon. 
During his third and final day on a West Coast trip, Carter went to the Boeing plant 
to shake hands with several hundred of the 14,000 employes. The plant makes 707s, 
727s and hydrofoils. 
Carter said it might be necessary to reinstitute the military draft, “but I don’t an­ 
ticipate that necessity ” Carter said that as president to would meet with the 
nation’s governors to discuss Increasing strength in National Guard units and would 
consider offering regular military enlistments of a year or less to maintain man­ 
power 
Carter said there are now 2.1 million Americans in uniform and that as the civilian 
job market has improved “there has been an increasing difficulty in securing enough 
volunteers to man those positions in the armed forces.” 
Carter also said to would maintain adequate U.S. military strength through a 
defense that la “lean, muscular and flexible.” 
Cosmonauts plan to return 
without endurance record 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Two Soviet 
cosmonauts who were said recently to to 
suffering from “sensory deprivation,” 
began preparing to return to earth today 
without attempting to break the Soviet or 
American space endurance records. 
On their 49th day in earth orbit, Boris 
Voiynov and Vitaly Zholobov, checked 
out ttoir Soyuz 21 transport craft, and 
Tass said; “The entire program has been 
fulfilled completely.” 
The official news agency gave no hint 
that the program was being curtailed 
and the two men have been reported con­ 
sistently to be feeling well. But on Aug. 
17, the government newspaper izvestia 
said they were suffering a psychological 
it called “a state of 


deprivation, a sort of sensory hunger. 
Izvestia said the cosmonauts 
smelling, hearing and feeling “in a more 
intense way” and asking more often for 
news from earth. On the advice of psy­ 
chologists, the men were piped more 
news and increased music sessions 
Announcing ttoir imminent return, 
Tass said “The flight of the crew of the 
orbital scientific station Salyut 5 is near­ 
ing completion.” 
The two men rocketed into space July 
6 aboard ttoir Soyuz 21 craft and boarded 
the orbiting scientific station the follow­ 
ing day. 
They have been circling the earth ever 
since, carrying out biological, medical 
and scientific experiments 
North Korea, UN Command 
agree to armistice meet 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (UPI) - North 
Korea and the U.N. Command today 
agreed to hold a meeting of the Korean 
Armistice Commission Wednesday to 
discuss the slayings of two American of­ 
ficers by North Korean guards in the 
Demilitarized Zone. 
The decision followed a call Monday by 
President Ford for such a meeting to 
seek assurances from North Korea of the 
safety of American troops in the Pan- 
munjotn area. Ford is vacationing in 
Vail, Colo. 
It also followed a softening of the U.S. 
position on a North Korean note of regret 
over the deaths of the Americans. 


The State Department, which had first 
described the note as “unacceptable” 
because it did not admit responsibility 
for the deaths, later eased its stand and 
called the message a “positive step,” 
At the same time, the aircraft carrier 
USS Midway conducted operations off 
the east coast of Korea, including flights 
by about 75 attack and fighter aircraft 
which it carries The 42,000 American 
troops in South Korea also have been 
placed on alert 


In a broadcast monitored Monday in 
Tokyo, North Korea called Ford a “boas 
of war” for mobilizing the U.S. forces.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A bill permitting California cities and coun­ 
ties to conduct “advisory elections” on the opinions of local voters has 
been sent to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. by the Assembly. 
The measure (SB231) by Sen. John Dunlap, D-Napa, won final 
legislative approval Monday on a minimum 41-29 vofo. The Assembly 
overwhelmingly rejected the proposal last year but It was granted an 
opportunity for another \ *e. 
The advisory elections would be held during regularly scheduled local 
elections. 
Opponents, led by Assemblyman Lawrence Kapiloff, D-San Diego, 
objected the advisory elections did not have to be related to a specific 
local issue but could be on broad social policy such as “should we sell 
the Panama Canal.” 
“It’s a silly bill,” Kapiloff said. 
But floor sponsor Ken Meade, D-Berkeley, said the proposal would im­ 
prove communications between citizens and ttoir lawmakers 
“It will make us more responsive and more responsible,” said Meade, 
wanting that defeat of the measure “would show a lack of trust in the 
people of our state ”

Meteor shower undetected here 


It went undetected in Lom­ 
poc, possibly because of low 
clouds, but a brilliant meteor 
shower illuminated western 
skies Monday night and anxious 
c a lle r s jam m e d police 
switchboards from northern 
California to Arizona. 


"We had people reporting 
everything from a boat distress 
signal to ‘The invaders have 
landed’,” said a harried spokes­ 
woman for the Corte Madera 
police department in Northern 
California 
The Coast Guard in San Fran­ 
cisco said meteors were sighted 
as far south as Arizona. The 
size and extent of the shower 
was not immediately deter­ 
mined. 
The only report of a meteor 
actually striking earth came 


from Inyo County. A man told 
authorities he "saw the meteor 
hit and burst into flames on the 
side of a mountain" in the 
Sierra Nevada. 
"It’s hard to figure out just 
exactly what happened,” a 
Coast Guard spokesman said. 
"Everyone was sure the mete­ 
ors landed in their area." 
The San Mateo Sheriff’s 
Department recorded 19 calls 
in the space of a half hour from 
persons who righted meteors. 
Santa Clara County officials 
logged 19 calls in 20 minutes, 
most reporting ”a hall of fire in 
the sky ” 
San Francisco Police Officer 
Bill Wakefield spotted a meteor 
while driving to work. "It was 
big and bright and then it 
burst,” he said.

"And I guarantee you, 
if it had hit the ground, a lot of 
people would have known about

Planners ok 
Miguelito 
use by AHC

Lompoc Planning Commis­ 
sion last night approved Allan 
Hancock College’s plan for 
development of the Miguelito 
School site as a Lompoc 
campus 
The commission gave its ap­ 
proval after studying a 
blueprint of the proposed im­ 
provements, and after Com­ 
munity Development Depart­ 
ment director Jack Lam said 
the layout and design conform 
to all provisions of the zoning 
ordinance. The school is located 
on Olive Avenue, west of V 
Street. 
Lam said the college will add 
additional parking at the rear of 
the school, but will make no 
physical changes in the exterior 
of the former elementary 
school structure. 
Hancock is expected to open 
classes in the facility next 
month, along the lines of its 
present curricula at Hapgood 
School. 


In the only other major item 
on last night’s agenda, the com­ 
mission briefed city attorney 
Alan Davidson on provisions 
they want in an animal control 
ordinance. 


The going was slow in the dis­ 
cussion, primarily because of 
some uncertainty as to the ex­ 
act wishes of the city council. 
The commission has worked on 
several previous versions of the 
ordinance 


As it now stands, Davidson 
has been asked to compose an 
ordinance for scrutiny at the 
next commission meeting on 
Sept. 14. At that time, 
presumably, a date will be set 
for a public bearing and follow­ 
ing that, a draft of the or­ 
dinance will be delivered to the 
council 


As the commission left it last 
night, the ordinance, at least 
tentatively, will permit the 
keeping of traditional household 
pets, and possibly also pigeons, 
and parakeets, and perhaps 
would allow existing noncon­ 
forming practices to continue 
indefinitely. There is the pos­ 
sibility the commission would 
want to permit aviaries. 


Some interest was also ex-, 
pressed in setting a limit on the 
number of animals or birds that 
can be kept on a premises. 


The ordinance will still per­ 
mit the keeping of various 
anim als in resid en tial 
agriculture zones (RA), when a 
parcel is a minimum of five 
acres; and would still prohibit 
wild animals and poisonous rep­ 
tiles. and would still limit the 
keeping of bees.

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Under-50 breast X-rays opposed 


• WASHINGTON (UPI) - The National Cancer Institute and the 
American Cancer Society, for the time being at least, oppose 
routine X-ray screening of women under 50 at their breast cancer 
detection centers in 27 cities. 
NCI and ACS officials took this stand in “interim guidelines” 
sent Monday to directors of the jointly sponsored clinics, which 
.have screened 263,000 women since the program began in 1073. 
Program coordinator Richard Costlow said the guidelines should 
help the centers decide when to use X-ray mammography until 
NCI chief Frank J. Rauscher Jr. receives two reports on the sub­ 
ject and makes a final decision — “within the next several weeks.” 


Bill lets students be on board 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A bill designed to allow high school 
students to serve as nonvoting members of local school boards 
was signed Monday by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The measure (AB270) by Assemblyman John Vasconcellos, D- 
San Jose, requires a school board to appoint one nonvoting student 
member if it received a certain number of student signatures on 
petition. 
The governor also signed a bill increasing from one to two years 
the term of office of the student member of the state colleges and 
university board of trustees. Author of the measure (AB2932) was 
Assemblyman Floyd Mori, D-Pleasanton. 


Bus kidnap testimony concluded 


MADERA (UPI) — The county grand jury investigating the 
Chowchilla, Calif., school bus kidnap case has finished taking 
testimony from victims and is now concentrating on physical 
evidence. 
Twenty-three of the 26 children abducted along with their bus 
driver, Frank Ray, 55, appeared before the panel Monday in its 
opening six-hour session. Two of the children were away on vaca­ 
tion and the 26th declined to testify. 
Prosecutor Richard Haugner from Alameda County said today’s

session was concerned only with evidence found in several coun­ 
ties. 
Fred N. Woods, 24, James Schoenfeld, 24, and his brother, 
Robert, 22, were hi custody as suspects in the July 15 kidnap. 
Woods was from the fashionable San Francisco Peninsula com­ 
munity of Portola Valley and the brothers from Atherton, also on 
the Peninsula. 
More bodies found in flood 
LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) — Search teams reported the dis­ 
covery of two more Big Thompson Canyon flood victims Monday, 
pushing the total number of known dead in the disaster to 126. 
Another 93 persons are listed as missing, but authorities believe 
many of those are alive. 
“We’re sure a lot of these people are safe, but they won’t be 
taken off the list until they are confirmed dead or we hear from 
them,” a spokesman for the Larimer County coroner’s office said. 
Officials believe at least 170 persons were killed in the flood, 
which occurred July 31 when heavy rain in Estes Park sent flood 
water pouring down the canyon, killing tourists and canyon resi­ 
dents, who were unable to flee to higher grounds. 


Charges filed in Scudder kidnap 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (UPI) — Criminal complaints were issued 
Monday charging two men with the kidnaping of potato chip heir 
John Scudder. 
Arraignment for William A. Wesson, 40, and Rick Dale Sales, 20, 
was set today. Sales was also charged with assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
Saidder, 63, son of Laura Scudder, founder of the food processing 
company best known for its potato chips, was abducted by two men 
in a mobile home as he left a dentist’s office Thursday. 
He told police he was attacked with chemical Mace and his hands 
and eyes were taped. 
Scudder feigned a heart attack and fought off his abductors as he 
leaped from the motor home. A passing motorist came to Scud- 
der’s aid and the suspects fled on foot. 


Scudder’s wife, Valerie, allegedly received a ransom demand of 
6250,000 from the kidnapers. 
Carter says state support growing 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Jimmy Carter, campaigning for 
California’s electoral votes, wooed black and Mexican-American 
voters Monday and said his support has grown stronger since he 
and Sen. Walter F. Mondale won their nominations for President 
and Vice President. 
Arriving in San Francisco on the second leg of his four-city 
Western swing, Carter also told reporters that the maverick can­ 
didacy of Independent Eugene McCarthy, a former U.S. senator, 
would probably hurt him and Mondale twice as much as it would 
hurt President Ford and Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., the GOP 
nominee for Vice President. 
“My support was large but soft before the Democratic conven­ 
tion,” Carter said. “We’ve only run one nationwide public opinion 
poll since the Democratic convention, and the support that I have 
has both increased and solidified.” 
Gov. Brown's popularity slipping 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.'s pop- 
ularity with Californians is slipping, according to the California 
Poll. 


The poll released today by Field Research Corp. showed 46 per 
cent of the Californians surveyed rated the governor’s perfor­ 
mance as “good”, compared to a 53 per cent vote of confidence 
last March. 
While the proportion of persons who feel Brown has done a 
“poor” job as governor the past 20 months is 11 per cent, According 
to the poll, the size of this group has been inching up steadily dur­ 
ing the past year.

More than 8,000 persons have beat listed as dead and missing and 
175,000 homeless in the aftermath of the earthquake and ensuing 
tidal waves last Tuesday. * 
Marcos cabled Mansfield,D-Mont.,after the U.S. Senate adopted 
a resolution expressing sorrow over the Philippine disaster and 
pledging full support for all relief efforts President Ford may 
deem necessary. 
Three Yanks plead guilty in Russia 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Three Americans pleaded guilty today to 
smuggling 62 pounds of heroin into the Soviet Union. Two of them 
told a Soviet court they were acting as paid couriers for the 
Chinese. 
The defendants, the first Americans to be tried in the Soviet 
Union in eight years, faced prison terms of up to 10 years each. 
Gerald Amster, 33, of New York City, the first to testify before 
the three judges—two men and one woman—said he was ap­ 
proached by a Chinese man in Amsterdam where he was living, to 
carry drugs. 
“They said that Chinese would be too much suspect, that we 
would attract less attention,” Amster said. 
Rev. Moon follower killed in fall 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A follower of Rev. Sun Myung Moon’s 
Unification Church fell 22 floors to his death Monday, the second 
such death in two months at the religious sect’s residence at the 
old New York Hotel. 
Kiyomi Ogata, 23, fell from the window of his room on the 
22nd floor of the residence at 481 Eighth Ave. at West 34th Street. 
His body landed on a fifth-story ledge, police said. 


Bill to preserve 12 million 
BETTER HALF 
state farm acres defeated 


SACRAMENTO (UPI* - A bill designed to 
save 12 million acres of California farmland has 
been killed by a Senate committee, but the 
measure’s author says a similar land use 
proposal may be the subject of a ballot initiative 
drive. 
The Finance Committee Monday rejected on a 
5-6 vote a bUl (AB15) by Assemblyman Charles 
Warren, D-Los Angeles, aimed at keeping rich 
farmland from being swallowed by growing 
cities. 
But Warren said several groups are consider­ 
ing an initiative petition drive to put such a 
proposition on the 1978 primary or general elec­ 
tion ballot. 
“It’s an idea presently being given serious 
thought,” he told newsmen.”It has a great deal 
of appeal.” 
“I don't believe I personally will be interested 
in trying to form an effort of that type, but other 
groups are interested,” he said. 
He said the groups interested in the initiative 
drive included the same conservationist organ­ 
izations that backed the controversial nuclear 
power plants initiative, Prop. 15, on the June 8 
primary ballot. 
The sweeping nuclear proposition give im­ 
petus to the legislature to pass more mild 
atomic power safeguard legislation sponsored 
by Warren. 
The land use measure was one of two major 
environmentalist proposals of the 1975-76 ses­ 
sion, the other being coastline protection legisla­ 
tion. 
The bill would have required a statewide in­ 
ventory of prime agricultural lands, estimated 
currently at 12.6 million acres. Then, with some 
major exceptions, the property could only be 
used for production of food and fibre. Develop­ 
ment or subdivision into small parcels would 
have been restricted. A new state Agricutlrual 
Resources Council would have been created to 
enforce the restrictions. 


The bill was strongly opposed by real estate 
groups, farm organizations and labor unions, 
which said it would adversely affect property 
rights and worsen an already high unem­ 
ployment rate. 
Warren said he worked “intimately” on the 
bill with members of Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.’s staff, but did not get the governor's endor­ 
sement. 
In testimony before the Finance Committee, 
the influential California League of Cities drop­ 
ped its opposition to the bill because of amend­ 
ments worked out with Warren. 
Dave Beatty,a league spokesman, said the 
cities would back the measure because of 
changes that would have allowed communities 
to create a 10-year plan for growth that would 
allow them to annex some farmland 
William B. Staiger, representing the Califor­ 
nia Cattlemen's Association, claimed the bill 
gave the state too much power over land use 
decisions 
“When you get a dictatorship or state control 
over land you’re going to have problems,” he 
said. 
Noting that agriculture is the state’s No. 1 in­ 
dustry, Warren said California could “reap enor­ 
mous economic benefits” in the future by 
providing the produce to meet thé “exploding 
food demands ” by developing countries. 
He said as much as 30,000 acres of rich 
agricultural land a year are gobbled up for 
homes and industry.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ad­ 
ministration officials have 
agreed to push more of the 
coming fiscal year’s food aid 
shipments into the first few 
months to help increase rice 
and wheat prices, the Agricul­ 
ture Department says. 
Officials said the “early 
programming” decision could 
help improve recently weak­ 
ened wheat prices, which 
produced demands from farm­ 
ers for a sharp increase in the 
government price support. 
The move toward “early 
programming” has been sought 
by farm and aid officials for 
several years to smooth out the 
annual pattern of food aid ship­ 
ments which had tended to 
bunch up in the last half of 
fiscal years, said Deputy Assis­ 
tant Agriculture Secretary Dale 
Sherwin The change was made 
this year because the 
government’s fiscal year begins 
in October instead of July. 
Assistant Secretary Richard 
Bell said under a plan agreed to 
by other government agencies, 
officials will schedule shipment 
of 1.2 million metric tons of 
wheat from October through 


next January under the long­ 
term credit phase of the Food 
for Peace program. 
This is 33 per cent of ten­ 
tatively scheduled wheat ship­ 
ments of 3.6 million tons for the 
entire year. 
In contrast, similar ship­ 
ments during the first four 
months of the 1976 fiscal year 
which began July 1, 1975, were 
only 664,000 tons, or about 21 
per cent of the year's 3.2 
million ton total. 
Bell said credit shipments of 
rice from October through 
December will be 300,000 
metric tons in contrast to 
109,000 in the first three months 
of the last fiscal year. 
In addition to the long-term 
credit shipments. Bell said the 
Agriculture Department plans 
to export about 000,000 tom of 
wheat and wheat products dur­ 
ing the year starting Oct. I un­ 
der the giveaway phase of Food 
for Peace. He said the agency 
will also put greater emphasis 
on wheat and rice shipments 
under a separate program 
which provides short term, 
commercial rate credit for 
foreign buyers.

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DETROIT (UPI) - The 
United Auto workers today 
select the “strike target” auto 
company, which must come up 
with an industry-pacing settle­ 
ment or face a possible shut­ 
down next month. 
Labor observers predicted 
foe UAW would choose between 
General Motors and Ford, the 
giants of an auto industry that 
provides 13.4 million jobs in this 
country. A strike against either 
could have a crippling blow on 
the national economy. 
The decision was not expect­ 
ed until late afternoon. 
The three UAW vice presi­ 
dents, who head bargaining 
teams at GM, Ford and 
Chrysler, were expected to ask 
the 26-member International 
Executive Board to allow them 
to get the basic industry con­ 
tract for 680,000 auto workers. 


Once the target is chosen, 
bargainers will have until mid­ 
night, Sept. 14, to work out 
details of that pattern-setting 
agreement. Should they fail, as 
has been the case in the past 
three negotiating years, the 
“target” company could be 
struck while its competitors 
continue to build cars. 
The other two companies will 
not begin hard bargaining again 
until the pattern is set. But they 
will be expected to match the 
basic agreement and provide 
what the union calls “frosting 
on the cake” in the way of ad­ 
ded fringe benefits. 
Selection of the “strike 
target” is the biggest guessing 
game in the Motor City every 
three years. The UAW claims 
no decision is made until the 
IEB meets. 
“If anybody knows, they 


aren’t talking,” one industry 
executive said. “And those who 
are talking don’t know.” 
Key UAW demands after five 
weeks of contract talks were 
improvements in the annual 3 
per cent wage increase, im­ 
proved funding of a special 
layoff fund, and additional paid 
days off each year in addition to 
15 paid holidays and an average 
15 days of vacation each year. 
Company bargainers have 
called the demands massive 
and costly. 
The union will enter the final 
stage of auto contract talks 
with a $175 million war chest, 
enough to pay strike benefits to 
GM members for two months, 
16 to 17 weeks at Ford and 22 
weeks at Chrysler. The union 
has already said it would not 
select financially troubled 
American Motors.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
America’s second Viking lander 
will look for life on a frigid sub­ 
polar Martian plain named 
Utopia. Scientists say wind­ 
blown dust covers the region 
and should cushion the robot’s 
landing Sept. 3. 
“We’ve looked at an awful lot 
of territory searching for a can­ 
didate landing site,” said Dr. 
Thomas Yo^ng, prcj*ct direc­ 
tor. 
“The B3 area, near the crater 
Mie, appears to be muted by a 
covering of material.” 
Viking 1, in a second test, 
failed to find any organic 
material that would indicate 
there had been life forms in the 
sample of Martian dust. 
Data released Monday from 
an analysis experiment showed 
no carbon molecules as low as a 
few parts pa* billion. 
Dr. Klaus Beimaun, leader of 
the experiement, said the test 
looked for the type of carbon 
compounds that would exist if 
life could be formed, and the 
type that would remain if life 
had been there earlier. 
The target point, or ellipse, 
for the Viking 2 landing is on the 
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other side of the planet from 
Viking 1 and farther north, 
where scientists say there is 
much more moisture and a bet­ 
ter chance of finding life. 
The ellipse is an area 162 by 
62 miles. Project engineers say 
Viking’s lander has a 99 per 
cent chance of landing in that 
area. 
Within it, there is a smaller 
ellipse, about half the size, 
which the lander has a 50-50 
chance of hitting. 
There are dunes in the area 
which cover rocks thrown from 
the large impact crater, Mei, 
about 125 miles to the east.

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Growing older 


Driving course an eye-opener 


By HAROLD BLUMENFELD 
When a friend asked us to Join him at the DDC at’ 
first I didn’t know whether this would be a meeting of 
Dedicated Democrats for Carter, or if he was getting a 
medal belatedly for his Army service in World War I. 
But it turned out to be a Defensive Driving Course. 
We are glad we went along for more than the ride. We 
learned some things which might keep us out of an ac­ 
cident which could demolish our auto, and more im- 
, would save our limb or lives. 
These courses, wither two four-hour or four two- 
hour classroom sessions, have been prepared carefully 
by the National Safety Council. Our two instructors 
were retired men who had attended a special course 
for teachers of safe driving and were now giving their 
time free as instructors of accident prevention. 
Our course was sponsored by the local chapter of the 
American Association of Retired Persons, which 
meant we paid only $2 each for my wife and me. It was 
perhaps the best expenditure we had made in many 
days. 
Insurance actuaries may try to prove a point that 
many traffic accidents are caused by the very young 
elderly drivers. Is it because they believe when we 
become older our driving capabilities are lessened by 
poor eye sight, impaired hearing, slow reactions and 
daydreaming behind the wheel? Maybe so. But I 
learned that older drivers as a group make up more 
than 30 per cent of all drivers but are involved in less 
than 20 per cent of reported accidents. 
My classmates were 50 alert senior citizens of both 
The eye-opener for each class session was a 
dramatic movie provided by the National Safety Coun­ 
cil. The films showed violent traffic accidents, bloody 
and shocking enough to get us to pay attention in class 
and do intensive home work studying the excellent Stu­ 
dent Workbook and Defensive Driver’s Manual. These 
were given to each student at no extra charge. 
Traffic accidents can rage from a minor fender 
bender to a head-on collision between two cars travel­ 
ing at high speed. Traffic mishaps are the leading 
cause of accidental death for nearly 50,000 persons in 
the United States each year. Accidents between vehi­ 


cles and pedestrians account for 10,000 deaths and 
150,000 disabling injuries annually. And driver failure 
is the contributing cause of 8 per cent of all traffic ac­ 
cidents. 
Sure, the driver of the other car may be completely 
at fault. Therefore, it’s important to practice Defen­ 
sive Driving, which means driving to prevent an acci­ 
dent despite the actions of others or when driving dur­ 
ing adverse conditions. 
A good formula for accident prevention is: 
Recognizing the Hazard, Understanding the Defense, 
Acting in Time. This all can be summed up with five 
elements of Defensive Driving: Knowledge, Alertness, 
Foresight, Judgment, Skill. There are an estimated 
122 million drivers in the United States and traffic ac­ 
cidents affect the well-being of almost every man, 
woman and child as a driver, passenger or pedestrian. 
Six million drivers already have taken the course 
and a research study of 8,000 DDC graduates in 26 
states showed this group had 32 per cent fewer acci­ 
dents. I recommend every driver take this course, 
because all of us who have been driving for so many 
years are creatures of habit. And some of our driving 
habits are bad ones. 


'I’ve been driving for more than 50 years and my wife 
has been driving the family car for almost as long a 
time. So far our traffic violations have been for over­ 
time parking. Statistics indicate four out of five 
drivers have never had a serious accident. However, 
there’s always the first time. And that time may be the 
next time I — or you — get behind the wheel of a car. 
I’m glad we took the course because we found out 
that we, too, were driving with old habits. We thought 
we were good drivers. Or maybe we were lucky. Now 
we know we must do defensive driving to prevent an 
accident which could be blamed on the driver of the 
other car — or a pedestrian. 
There was a big bonus for us when we were let out of 
school. In addition to receiving our Defensive Driving 
Course diplomas, I also will get a 10 per cent reduction 
of my annual auto insurance premium the next time 
the insurance company bills me. 
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DEAR ABBY: I am a 17-year-old girl 
who is reasonably intelligent and quite 
attractive, so I’m told.

I don’t 
mean with every guy that comes along, 
only the one I feel something special for. 
“This time I’ll keep it innocent,” I tell 
myself, but kissing and cuddling build up 
until I am desperate to have the boy 
make love to me. 
Is lust normal at my age? What is real­ 
ly wrong with going all the way if you 
really care for someone?

DEAR NORMAL: “Lust (which is 
another word for sexual desire) is 
perfectly normal in all healthy teen­ 
agers.

When you are sufficiently mature in 
your judgments to make your own deci­ 
sions, take full responsibility for your ac­ 
tions and handle the consequences, you 
don’t ask me (or anyone else) for advice.

Agreement reached on 
bill to avert Pats 
financial takeover 


BOSTON (UPI) - Agreement has 
been reached between the governor’s of­ 
fice and legislative leaders on a bill, 
which, sources say, would avert the pos­ 
sible financial takeover of the New 
England Patriots football team. 
Patriots officials Monday vehemently 
denied the team is facing any financial 
difficulties. 
Agreement on the bill was reached 
Monday following a last-minute series of 
discussions between legislators, 
administration officials, business 
leaders and representatives 
Patriots. 
Several sources told United Press 
International that the bill, which would 
ease requirements for the merger of cor­ 
porations, is aimed at averting the 
takeover of the Patriots by a Chicago 
bank. 
The agreement reached Monday calls 
for the bill to take effect in 90 days. 
Previously, Patriots representatives had 
been pushing for an immediate effective 
date or a delay of only 60 days. 
Charles Sullivan, son of Patriots’ 
owner William “ Billy” Sullivan, 
acknowledged from his New York office 


Monday that his father has a $5 million 
loan from a Chicago bank. He said his 
father’s shares in the Patriots were 
pledged as security for the loan. The 
elder Sullivan took out the loan in 1975 to 
regain a controlling interest of Patriots 
stock. 
Charles Sullivan acknowledged the 
Patriot organization’s support of the bill 
and conceded the organization faced 
financial problems earlier this year. 
“The Patriots do support the bill,” he 
said. “ But the whole thing has turned 
around. It’s not a live or die situation. 
It’s not a Patriots bill.” 
Patriot season ticket sales dropped 
markedly this spring and summer after 
the team finished 1975 with a 3-11 record 
and star quarterback Jim Plunkett was 
traded to San Francisco. 
Noting a recent upswing in ticket 
sales, Sullivan said, “The team doesn’t 
have any financial problems right now. 
We’re in better financial shape than ever 
before.”

He went to work for the power 
company and moved away from home— 
from suburban North Providence to 
rural Cumberland, R.I. 
After he reached Cumberland, Corry 
began playing slow-pitch softball for the 
Pawtucket amateur team.

Herzog knows Finley, 
ignores owner’s taunts 
that Royals will choke

NEW YORK (UPI) - Whitey Herzog knows Charlie Finley He probably 
knows him better than any of the 14 managers Finley has had. Herzog once 
worked for Finley as a coach and turned down a chance to manage the A’s. 
That’s how well he knows Finley 
Whitey Herzog has his Kansas City Royals weU out in front in the American 
League West and he knows Charlie Finley’s habits and methods so well that he 
didn’t have too much reaction recently when one of Finley’s statements was 
called to his attention. 
Finley said the Royals were going to choke and the A s were going to catch 
them and win in the West for the sixth straight year. Herzog knew Finley hqd 
said what he did hoping to upset the Royals and cut down the distance between 
them and the second-olace A’s. 
“They’ve been talking all year,” says Herzog. “We’ve kept our mouths shut 
and played. So far, we’ve won 75 games. Our goal is to win 95 96. If we do that,

we don’t have to pay attention to what anybody says. Last year we won 91 
games, which wasn’t too bad. When 1 got here a year ago, we were 11 games 
back. We got within 5 and finished 7 back.” 
The Royals, now in Cleveland, are in the middle of their longest road trip, 
and their most Important one They’re 8Mi games up on the A's and if they can 
get back home Sept. 3 with anywhere near the same kind of lead they have now, 
they can start making piayoff plans. 
Mindful of how close Kansas City came to surprising everybody last year, 
only to fall back in the final weeks, Herzog feels that experience automatically 
makes his ball club stronger this time around. 
“ We’re loose, but we’re not overconfident,” he says. “ We’ve got nine more 
games left on this road trip. Every one is mighty important to us. When Finley 


said we were gonna choke, we were 7 games ahead. Yeah, we all saw what he 
had to say in the papers, but we didn't make a big issue of it. If we win our 
share of ball games, what Charlie Finley says isn’t going to make a whole lot of 
difference.” 
Win or lose, the blond, 44-year-old Herzog has done an outstanding job with 
the Royals this year especially considering be lost three of his top pitchers, 
Steve Busby, Paul Splittorff and Doug Bird, but he realizes if the Royals should 
¿tumble and fail tq win, the season would be considered a disaster 
Bird, the 6-4 right-hander with the good fastball and slider who was the club's 
top reliever the past three seasons but converted into a regular starter this 
year, is the only one of the three back in action among the three pitchers who 
were sidelined with injuries. “I don’t know what other ball club has lost three 
pitchers like Busby, Splittorff and Bird,” says Herzog, who can be thankful 
Dennis Leonard, A1 Fitzmorris and Marty Pattin took up some of the slack 
among the starters and Mark Littell and Steve Mingori some of it among the 
relievers. 
Herzog also can be grateful he has had hitters like Hal McRae, George Brett 
and Amos Otis available all year, and he is. McRae and Brett are running 1-2 
for the American League batting title and although Otis' average doesn’t 
match theirs, he has had a good year all around. 
Right now, it looks as if Herzog will be managing against a long-time buddy 
of his, Billy Martin, in the American League playoffs. The Yankees’ pitching 
would give them an edge but you know how that goes, anything can happen in a 
short series and nobody believes that more than Herzog. 
“ We played them 12 games this year and all of them went right down to the 
last out, the last pitch, except one,” he says “Only one game was lopsided, and 
we won it, 8-2. In the 12 games we played the Yankees, we won 7 and lost 5.” 
Whitey Herzog keeps drawing a great deal of praise these days, and he 
always makes sure to channel it back to his players. 
“ I got good players," he says. “Not only good players, but good guys. Just 
because your team is winning doesn’t make you a good manager.

in hiring blacks 


WASHINGTON — The major oil com­ 
panies have been conducting a mul­ 
timillion dollar advertising campaign to 
improve their image. But there’s one 
story Big Oil isn’t telling in their com­ 
mercials. 
The federal agency charged with 
protecting minorities from employment 
discrimination 
in 
American businesses 
has helped keep the 
story a secret. Equal 
Employment Oppor­ 
tunity Commission 
(EEOC) files on the 
subject are marked 
“Sensitive Informa­ 
tion — Unauthorised 
Release Prohibited.” 
The files reveal that 
the oil industry lags 
far behind other 
American businesses 
in the hiring and promotion of blacks. 
Only about 7 per cent of the employes in 
oil-related industries, the documents 
show, are blacks. But EEOC figures for 
all industries reveal that blacks make up 
10.5 per cent of the job force — S3 per 
cent more than in the oil business. 
The government reports indicate that 
employment of blacks has increased in 
the oil industry over the past five years. 
But the breakdown by job categories 
shows that most blacks still work in the 
lower echelon jobs. About half of the 
white collar jobs held by blacks in the oil 
Industry are clerical. Pew blacks occupy 
top management positions. 
Not a single black, for example, holds 
a managerial position at Chevron’s Calco 
Division in New Orleans, where blacks 
comprise 7.7 per cent of the 1,981 person 
work force. By contrast, the black labor 
force in all of Louisiana is 25 per cent of 
the work force. The 14.1 per cent employ­ 
ment rate among blacks I# double that of 
the white population. 
Here are more confidential govern­ 
ment figures: 
Phillips Petroleum reported 1,232 
blacks, or 4.6 per cent out of 27,016 
employes In 1975. Only 241 of the blacks 
had white collar jobs, and 123 of those 
were clerical workers. 
Mobil Oil employed 524 more Macks in 
1975 than it did in 1972. Yet blacks still 
represented only 6.2 per cent of the 
Mobil work force. Sixty-five per cent of 
the blacks in white collar positions held 
secretarial jobs. 
Shell Oil hired 341 additional blacks 
over the past three years. But they still 
make up only 8 per cent of Sheila 30,874 
employes Seventy-two per cent of the 
“white collar” blacks are in the clerical 
category 
At Atlantic Richfield, the percentage 
of black employes has remained at a 
relatively constant 7.8 per cent, despite 
personnel cutbacks. Fifty-eight per cent 
of the blacks at ARCO work in blue 
collar jobs, while two-thirds of the 
blacks in white collar jobs handle 
clerical chores 
At Exxon, the world’s largest corpora­ 
tion, the percentage of Macks over the 
past five years has risen from 6 per cent 
to 8.6 per cent. As with the oil com­ 
panies, however, most of the blacks who 
hold white collar jobs were clerks By 
contrast, only 26 per cent of the whites in 
the same category were clerks.

The oil companies con­ 
firmed the accuracy of the EEOC 
figures. They defended their record, 
however, contending that minority hir­ 
ing has increased steadily. The EEOC, 
meanwhile, has filed at least six dis­ 
crimination suits against the oii com­ 
panies, including MoMl and Phillips in 
the past two years. An agency 
spokesman declined to say whether other 
legal action is planned. 
RACY ADS: The Pentagon is soliciting 
young recruits at stock car tracks 
around the nation, and it’s costing the 
taxpayers a bundle. 
The Army is generously forking over 
$50,000 a year to driver Don Prudhomme 
simply to display recruiting ads on Ms 
race cars and on the trailer he uses to 
transport them. 
A similar sweetheart deal, worth 
another $50,000, was awarded by the 
Marines to racer Mickey Thompson. The 
Pentagon claims the $100,000 outlay is 
“very cost effective.” 
In a private letter to Rep. Tom 
Downey, D.-N.Y., who questioned the ad 
campaign, the Pentagon explained, “The 
cars generate considerable interest in 
the target audience of young men seven­ 
teen to twenty-one.” 
The $100,000 bought a lot of other 
publicity, the brass hats reasoned, 
because the “advertising benefit is ob­ 
tained at no extra cost each time a 
photograph of a car carrying a Service 
advertising message appears in a new­ 
spaper, racing magazine or is featured in 
replay of a winning race on television.” 
All of this may well be true. But the 
Pentagon failed to explain why the Air 
Force and the Navy manage to get 
similar promotion at no cost to the tax­ 
payers. 
Racing drivers Don Carlits, Ron 
McEwen and Tom Larkin, all display 
“GO NAVY” or “FLY NAVY” stickers 
on their cars, and they don’t charge the 
government a penny. 


WASHINGTON - For Reaganites the 
word Helsinki has a dirty connotation. In 
that Finnish capital just one year ago, 
President Ford met with the heads of 
state of 34 other governments to sign a 
declaration of peace and the rights of 
people everywhere to live in freedom. 
One of the delegates was Communist 
P a r ty 
S e c r e ta r y 
Leonid Brezhnev with 
whom Ford conducted 
private 
negotiations, 
hoping 
to 
push 
forward the stalled 
talks on the limitation 
of offensive nuclear 
weapons. 
Ford was roundly 
denounced by conser­ 
vative Republicans for 
signing a docurftent at 
the end of the summit 
promising freedom of 
movement across boundaries, the right 
of open dissent and the other rights long 
denied to citizens of the Soviet Union and 
Soviet bloc nations. 
A state visitor to Washington is a sym­ 
bol of how one nation with an 800-mile 
border with the Soviet Union has kept its 
independence. President Urho Kalema 
Kekkonen has also shown how co­ 
existence with the Soviets is possible 
without damaging compromises. It is a 
lesson that has particular meaning for 
this moment when Communist parties in 
the West, notably in Italy, are rapidly in­ 
creasing in strength. 
Daring Ms 20 years as president, 
Kekkonen — this sturdy exemplar of the 
vigorous life who has been known to 
cross-country ski as many as 50 miles a 
day — has visited the Soviet Union 27 
times. Speaking Russian fluently, he is 
noted for plain talk with the top Soviet 
leaders. 
The mcst dramatic visit was in 1948 
when Kekkonen happned to be vacation­ 
ing in Hawaii. Word came that Nikita 
Khrushchev, then prime minister, in­ 
tended to renounce the mutual as­ 
sistance pact with Finland. At the time 
of the Berlin crisis that would have 
opened the way to Soviet domination. 
Kekkonen flew to Novosibirsk to con­ 
front the angry K. No one knows what 
transpired in their private talks but the 
treaty remained in force. 
In the Finnish parliament there are 40 
Communist members out of 200 and 
Communists hold four of 18 caninet 
posts. They have never, however, held 
such key posts as defense, interior, 
finance or foreign affairs, having b e« 
limited by the government to housing, 
labor and puMic affairs. 
The Communist party in Finland is 
deeply split between a Stalinist faction, 
about 30 per cent of the whole, and a 
more liberal and Wdstern-oriented fac­ 
tion. 
The Stalinists accuse the Communist 
cabinet members of being defectors if 
not traitors to the cause. The parallel 
with Italy is striking, although as yet no 


cabinet posts have gone to the Com­ 
munists despite their 34 per cent of the 
vote in the recent election. 
The difference between the two na­ 
tions geographically hardly needs under­ 
scoring. Finland gets two-thirds of its oil 
and gas supplies from the Soviet Union. 
Recent hints have come from Moscow 
that this should be cut bade and the Finns 
should look for other sources. Ostensibly 
this is because Soviet supplies are 
limited and other customers are press­ 
ing. 
Kekkonen is proud of Ms country’s in­ 
dependence and of the comparatively 
high standard of living, per capita in­ 
come — $3,713 as compared to $6,133 in 
neighboring Sweden and $6,267 in the 
United States. There are 89 daily new­ 
spapers in a country of 4,700,000, some of 
them critical of the policy of co­ 
existence. 
While the summit conference of a year 
ago expressed noble sentiments, the 
Finns are, above all, realists and they 
certainly ditfai’t expect messengers at 
peace and freedom to start pouring 
across the border from the giant to the 
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North. 
Although Reagan & Co. took Helsinki 
as a stick to beat Mm, President Ford 
used something like that same realism in 
his address to the conference. He called 
it not a conclusion but a challenge. And 
he closed by saying: 
“History will judge this conference not 
by what we say here today but by what 
we do tomorrow — not by the promises 
we make but by the promises we keep.” 
Thus far, the results within the Soviet 
Moc have not been di see mi Me except in 
the smallest degree. Yet with the 
Helsinki agreement as a signpost the 
challenge can be repeatedly put up to 
Moscow. 
This is the third state visit Kekkonen 
has made to Washington. Any re-election 
worries he might have had have long 
since been removed. With two more 
years to ran of an extended third term, 
all Finnish parties have united in agree­ 
ing on his re-election in 1978 to a fourth 
term. At the conclusion of that term he 
will have become at 84, a father figure 
seemingly indispensable to the difficult 
balance Finland maintains. 


Moving into high gear!

Now comes word 
that a membership 
drive begun some 
weeks ago is forging 
ahead, a series of key 
questions have been formulated and 
overnight, or so it seems, the association 
has become a major spokesman for 
homeowner interests. An interim board 
of directors has been appointed: Frank 
Murray, Phyllis WMte, Natalie Arnold, 
Ellsworth Schearing, Hugh O’Neill, 
Helen Hobbs, John Sherman, John 
Flaherty and Bob Lee. 
The board has screened 77 volunteers 
and assigned them to six study groups 
headed by Ken Allen, taxation; Ralph 
Griffin, land use; Jock Sutherland, water 
and utilities; Howard Grantz, govern­ 
ment organization; Roy Worthington, 
schools; and Mac Elliott, county ser­ 
vices. 
High priority has been given to studies 
of the following subjects: fire protec­ 
tion; school taxes; Vandenberg Village 
development plans; the proposed north- 
south county split; and tax initiatives for 
limitation of tax prerogatives. 
Readers may recall that one of the 
prime movers was quoted in this column 
sometime ago as noting that there was 
all kind of talent sitting around the 
Village Country Club, that could be put to 
work on the development of an associa­ 
tion. 
WeU, they’ve done just that.

For 
example teachers have complained in 
the past that they presented salary and 
fringe benefits proposals to the school 
board as early as March or April and 
that the board fails to act in a substantive 
way until June The reasons for such 
delay, are not immediately clear. 
At the same time there is another all 
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pervading question: How can the school 
board come up with meaningful 
counterproposals as early as April or 
surely before June 30 when state and 
federal lawmakers may not have 
finalized education funding Mils? 


It’s all shrouded in the utmost secrecy, 
but the California Regional Crime Lab in 
Goieta is preparing for one of its regular 
disposals of contraband narcotics and 
dangerous drugs. Included in the 
operation are quantities of heroin, 
cocaine, pills and marijuana.

Letter to the editor 


Dear Sir: 
Undoubtably you have wondered 
“what are those West Point cadets upset 
about? They cheated, didn't they?” I am 
a member of the Class of 1977 and in­ 
volved in this latest scandal at West 
Point. I’d like to tell you why you should 
be concerned. At first only 48 cadets 
were charged with violating the Cadet 
Honor Code. When they puMicly accused 
the Academy administration of not in­ 
vestigating fully, the Academy was 
forced to respond. To date, the number 
of charged cadets has quadrupled from 
48 to over 195. To get that number, the 
Superintendent ignored the traditional 
proceedings before the Cadet Honor 
Committee and set up officer dominated 
and controlled Internal Review Panels. 
For the past 3 years, we have been told 
by the Academy that the Honor Code 
belonged to the Corps of Cadets. One of­ 
ficial West Point pamphlet states; “The 
Cadet Honor Code and System is cadet 
property, owned by the cadets, con­ 
trolled by the cadets, operated by the 
cadets.” Yet when the Honor Code and 
System faced a severe challenge, the 
cadets were shoved out of the picture. It 
is clear from the record that the 
Superintendent “stole” the Honor Code 
and System from the Corps. Is he subject 
to the Cadet Honor Code? 
This scandal will continue to grow. 
This most recent scandal does not mean 
that there are more dishonorable people 
in my class than any other. It means that 
an intensive review and revision of the 
Honor System is required to learn why 
this has occurred. 
We don’t ask you to condone cheating. 
We ask you to understand the failings of 
human nature. We ask you to understand 
that the single penalty of automatic dis­ 
missal deprives us the opportunity to 
learn from our mistakes. 
Write to your Congressman, to the 
Superintendent, to the President and ask 
them whether they have forgotten: “To 
err is human, to forgive Divine.”

ROVin' Around 


with R.O.V. 
Caruso 
revisited 
If you are an Enrico Caruso fan, one of 
the Lompoc Library’s most recent 
acquisitions is sure to make you 
delirious. 
Perhaps you read about it earlier this 
week in the caption under a picture in 
The Record showing Connie Leary, 
president of the Friends of the Library, 
and 
lib ra ry 
a d ­ 
ministrative 
aide Merlyn Chesnut 
listening to one of 
three records in an 
album of original 
Caruso solos. 
The donors of a 
number of books to the 
library, one of which 
turned out to have 
been a part, at one 
time, of Caruso’s per­ 
sonal library, also 
aruso 
record album after reading about the dis­ 
covery in this column a few weeks ago. 
The book, titled “The Voice,” is a 
volume on how the human voice works 
and cites Caruso’s voice as a standard. 
The author, Dr. Frank E. Miller, was a 
specialist on the throat who, in April, • 
1911, was called in to treat Caruso for an 
ailment during an appearance by the 
tenor in New York City. 
A note found in the book was addressed 
to Caruso and begged him to allow the 
doctor to withdraw Ms Mil for profes­ 
sional services in exchange for an 
autographed portrait of the singer. 
The book itself bore a handwritten in­ 
scription by the doctor “in sincerest ad­ 
ministration of April 12, 1911,“ the day 
following the date on the note begging to 
withdraw the doctor’s fee. From this it 
can be assumed that on April 12, the doc­ 
tor got Ms wish and traded a copy of his 
book — and the waiver of his fee — for 
the autographed picture of Caruso. 


Instead of asking for the historically 
valuable book and letter to be returned, 
the original donors — whose names I am 
not at liberty to divulge at this time — 
followed up their original library gift 
with the three-record album of Caruso’s 
songs. 
In a foreword in the album jacket, 
George R. Marek, artists and repertoire 
director for RCA Victor Records, ex­ 
plains that while the records used to 
compile the 46-song anthology are the 
original master discs, new electronic 
methods have enabled technicians to 
enhance the sounds of old recordings. 
Some refinement efforts on Caruso 
recordings have included the adding of 
orchestral accompaniment which was 
not present in the original records. These 
have been disregarded in the collection 
that was presented to the library. 
It is truly remarkable what techni­ 
cians can do these days to eliminate un­ 
wanted sounds and background noises on 
records. I once was a part of a 5,000- 
voice choir at a Billy Graham Crusade 
and one evening we were being recorded 
for a special album that was to be 
produced following the crusade. 
I was dismayed during the recording 
session at the crowd noise that was pre­ 
sent and the fact that low-flying planes 
over the Coliseum area in Los Angeles 
w ere being picked up by the 
microphones. 
And yet, when the record was 
produced, none of the objectionable 
sounds (except possiMy that off-key 
singer in the bass section) came through 
at all. 
Electronics experts have discovered a 
way of scrubbing the veil of noise from 
venerable metal masters, and this 
technique was applied in the case of the 
Caruso recordings 
Also, in producing the album now in 
the possession of the library, a technique 
was used involving a new transfer from 
the disc source to tape, using various 
electronic means to suppress excessive 
surface noise. 
Another process, which Marek calls, 
for lack of a technical word for it, “de- 
ticking," involves the locating and 
removing of ticks and pop« similar to 
those sounds you hear if you play your 
old 78-rpm records on your modern hi-fi 
equipment. To do this, infinitesimally 
small portions of tape are cut away 
without interfering with the voice sound 
There also is a new transfer method to 
master tapes which helps add lifelike 
quality to the original sound. 
If you are a serious music buff, you 
will enjoy listening to the Caruso records 
which soon will be, if they are not 
already, availaMe for playing In the 
library on the audio equipment there. 


You also may enjoy some of the 
Caruso history imparted on the record 
jacket. One item in particular that in­ 
terested me was the reproduction of a 
check stub which Caruso had detached 
before cashing. 
It was in the amount of $2,275, for a 
Saturday matinee performance on a 
February 13 of an unspecified year. I 
suspect, however, that It was the year 
1904, since Caruso’s career spanned the 
period from 1902 to 1920. My handy 
perpetual calendar informs me that 
from 1900 to 1920, there was only one 
Saturday, Feb. 18, and that was in the 
year 1904. 


Anyway, it was Caruso’s custom to 
write on Ms check stubs a one-word self- 
criticism of the performance for which 
that check was payment. These es­ 
timates ranged from “not-so-good” to 
“fair” to “good” to “magnificent.” He 
apparently thought he was in good voice 
that Saturday afternoon, for on the check 
stub he scrawled “Magnificent.” 
The records chosen for inclusion in the 
Caruso album are rated by Marek to be 
nothing less than “Good” and many of 
them “magnificent.” 
Why don’t you listen for yourself?
